sniffing in Deseronto is on the increase, and usually takes place in one of the several abandmed 
buildings. Do the parents realize how dangerous this pastime is? Children have died ofter a 
single "dose" of the stuff and many have suffered permanent kidney, liver and brain damage. 


New U.S. Cruise Ship Expected 


An idea first publicised 
by Trenton resident and prom- 
inent riding Liberal worker 
William Menzies for cruises 
on Quinte waters and the Trent 
Canal will take reality sooner 
than expected - but not by 
Canadians. 

At a meeting in Picton 
several weeks ago at which 
interested parties made sub- 
missions in connection with 
the CORTS study (Canada-On- 
tario Rideau Trent Severn) 

Mr. Menzies strongly promoted 
boat cruises along the Trent 
and Bay of Quinte waters. 

He described plans for a craft 
which has already been designed 
locally, and mentioned that 
some financial aid is likely 
available from the provincial 
and/or federal governments 
providing there was some in- 
itiative shown by private fin- 
anciers. 

Mr. Menzies mentioned 
a revival of interest in cruising 
vacations being promoted in 
the United States, but at the 
time apparently had no idéa 
how quickly the powerful na- 
tion to the south could or 
would move. 

A 125-foot steel and al- 
uminum cruise ship with state- 
room accommodation for 60 
makes its maiden voyage to 
area waters from May 28 to 

June 9. Operated by Amer- 


| 


ican-Canadian Line and sailing 
from Warren, R.1. to Peter- 
borough, the vessel, New 
Shoreham, will make at least 
three voyages through the re- 
gion this year (September 10- 
22 and September 24-October 
6.) 

The three-decked ship 
will move up the bay for the 
first time from Kingston to 
Trenton June 2, then, says the 
company, up ‘the unique Trent 
Canal leading into the wild 
spruce and rock-bound lakes 
of mid-Chtario’ and destination 
Peterborough. 

"New Shoreham is believed 
to be the largest vessel ever 
to negotiate the canal. She 
was designed specifically to 
draw less than six feet." 

Advertised as the "Ontario 
Lakes Cruise" in the U.S., 
the commercial tourist enter- 
prise is only a beginning but 
an aggressive one - to the long- 
awaited start on commercial 
cruises in the region. 

Bill Menzies expressed no 
surprise that it took Americans 
to make the idea work. The 
company will charge $389- 
$459 U.S. for the 12-day 
cruise from N ew England to 
Peterborough. He says thot if 
anyone is interested in launching 
a Canadian equivalent of the 
enterprise, both federal and 


provincial governments are 

| willing to help with financing. 

Says Menzies, who has 

| been corresponding with off- 

| icials of the U.S. shipping 

| line, "I think they realize 

| what is up here and what can 

| be done with this country." 

He said he had heard the 

American-Canadian line was 
planning Ontario cruises but 

| has only just learned that they 

| will be plying local waters. 

| Menzies expresses the 

| hope that Canadian people 

| will "get on the bandwagon" 

| now that Americans ore setting 
the example. Failing that, 

| he said, he hopes the U.S.

Considerable correspond- 
ence was read and discussed 
at Monday night's meeting of 
Deseronto council. A letter 
from the Ministry of the En- 
vironment, received May 2nd, 
stated that the town's request 
for O.W.R.C. to take over 
the existing water system was 
being carefully considered.

A short while ago, the

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‘New hope for ratepayers 


Clarke T. Rollins, M.P.P., 
has advised the Scanner that 
since George Lyons has been 
elected Reeve of the Town of 
Deseronto, he has been in con- 
tact with him on numerous occ- 
asions with regard to his con- 
with the water and sewage pro- 
blems in the Town. As a res- 
ult, Mr. Rollins is now ina 
position to release the following 
proposal which will be made to 
the Town of Deseronto by the 
Ministry of the Environment: 

"We haye re-examined 
+he program and the new finan= 
cial analysis has been completed. 
This new analysis takes into con- 
sideration the charges that the 
home owner in Deseronto is 
responsible for, with respect to 
the existing water supply fac- 
ilities. As a result, the amount 
of financial assistance to the 
Town has been increased quite 
substantially and a proposal, 
which will be forwarded to the 
Municipality shortly, will show 
a significant reduction in the 
home owner charge. The total 
accrued amount of financial 
assistance is 50% of the gross 
estimated capital cost. There 
are two proposals and the amount | 
of financial assistance and the | 
gross estimated cost related to 
each is as follows: 

#1. For a combined industrial 

and domestic water supply - 
gross estimated capital cost is 
$821,708.00 and the financial | 
assistance of 50% is $410,854.00. | 


#2. Domestic water supply system 
only = gross estimated cap- 
ital cost $738,606.00. 
Financial assistance of 50% 
is $369,303.00. 

As a result of these charges 
the total estimated typical home 
charge has been reduced to app- 
roximately $115.00. The prev- 
jously mentioned calculation 
has been completed on a stand- 
ard basis and when actual con- 
ditions that obtain in the Mun~ 
icipality have been taken into 
consideration it will be possible 

to lower the home owner charge 
to less than $100.00 per annum. 
In both of these coses the 
charge Is inclusive of the exist~ 
ing charges on the existing 
system in addition to the charge 
for the new works. 

Mr. Rollins said that he 
anticipates that the Municip- 
ality will be in receipt of a for-

site. One of the early graves 

is that of the first Anglican cat- 
echist in North America, who 
was active here until 1810 when 
he died.

(frame) was built in 1843 on 
that site. In 1906 this structure 
was burned to the ground, but 
by 1907, the stone church had 
been built, entirely by their 


+ own efforts, and was dedicated 
+ by Bishop Mills.

Provincial Treasurer Darcy \ 
McKeough said last week that — 
the Lake Ontario region is fac— 
ing “hard choices in the devel- 
opment of a regional plan.“ | 

The Region, which includes 
the eight counties of Durham, 
Haliburton, Hastings, Lennox | 

and Addington, Northumberland, 
Peterborough, Prince Edward, 
ond Victoria, will be the sub- 
ject of a provincial analysis 
Mr. McKeough will release on 
June 1. 

The Treasurer said, “Set- 
ting up a regional development 
plan means balancing off many 
different opportunities for fut- 
ure growth. Decisions ore 
needed to equalize environmental] 
concerns with industrial activ- 


ity, to harmonize recreation 
and agriculture, to balance 
high density housing against 
future land needs. 

“The big question is: How 
do we make these kinds of dec- 
isions? Our answer is to involve 
the people in the region as much 
as possible. What we want is a 
dialogue on development.” 

Mr. McKeough admitted 
that the Ontario Government 


planning 


could make the hard decisions 
‘on its own but he emphasized, 
"The people who have to live 
with the plan should be the 
ones to help design it and make 
it work. Municipalities and 
local associations are especially 
important. For example, when 
decisions are made on the a- 
mount of industry that should 
be accommodated, we need to 
consult with local industry, 
labour unions and conservation 
groups.

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the Mohawks of Tyendinaga 


By Mrs. Susan Claus. | 


For many years before the 
Mohawks settled on the Bay 
of Quinte they lived along 
the Mohawk River in New 
York State. They were happy | 
and enjoyed a life of hunting, 
fishing and farming their own 
land, and adopted the habits | 
and manners of their white 
neighbours. They spoke Eng- 
lish and Mohawk languages |

The administra- 
tion of Indian Affairs was then 
carried on by Guy Johnson, 

his newphew and son-in-law 

and Daniel Claus another son- | 
in-law. Their lotest instruct- 
ions from England advised them | 
"that preserving the good will 
ond affection of the Six Nations 
was an object they should nev 

er lose sight of. " 

About midsummer of 1775, 
Guy Johnson was warned that 
an attempt would be made to 
make him a prisoner by the 
Colonists, so he collected 
over a thousand Indians, march- 
ed through the woods to Oswego 
where he held a council. Here 
they decided to support the 
British Government ond protect 
the navigation of the St. Law- 
rence and the Lakes, also to 
send a deputation of Chiefs 
and Warriors to Montreal to 
visit the Governor of Canada. 
The remainder returned to 
their homes. In the mean-time 
they took part in several bottles 
against the Colonists. 

Leter in July 1777, when 
their homes and property fell 
into the hands of the enemy, 
they took refuge in Conoda 
with a large party of Loyalists 
who made their way through 


Dear Friend - 

Driving with my husband 
to Belleville the other day, 
ond seeing all the motorcycles 
on the road again, kind of gave 
me a tug. | was remembering 
back to those years when our 
two eldest boys (both married 
now, and a child each) rode 
theirs. They went to high 
school and worked part time to 
earn those motorcycles. We 
had a lot of fellows coming to 
our place those days. (l_used 
to call them the “supermarket” 

boys, os cll worked for their 
bikes). At times the noise of 
those records used to get me 
down, but they were pretty good 
about cutting their motorcycle 
motors a half a block away and 
coasting into the drive.

Col. Claus 
found a suitable spot in the 
woods neor Lachine, where 
they built huts and were supp- 
lied with food ond clothing 
during the winter. In the 
Spring they cleared land for 
cultivation. After spending 
seven winters in very cramped 
and uncomfortable quarters, 
many became ill and several 
died; they were eager to find 
a permanent place they could 
Here they + 
mained waiting for instructions 
from General Haldimand (Asha- 
regowa they called him), who 
had succeeded Carleton a 
Governor and Commander-in- 
Chief at Quebec. They finol- 
ly secured from him in the 
name of the Crown, d 
their lands on the north 
of the Bay of Quinte. 
dissatisfied and preferred sett- 
ling at Grand River; he Finally 
secured the large tract of land 

& miles in width on each side 

of the river running into Lake

There 
wos rio clergyman, but the 
patiots overturned a canoe and 
on it placed o white cloth, 
then the communion vessels and 
had prayers and a Mohawk 
hymn. Afterwards they plant- 
ed a cross and a Flagstaff on 
the spot. 

About the year 1711, five 
Cheifs had visited Queen Ann 
and in 1712 the Queen built 
them a Church at Fort Hunter, 
sent them a large Bible, a 
Foir Linen Cloth and a solid 
silver communion service. It 
was about 1785 that the plate 
was divided; it consisted of 
seven pieces - 2 flagons, 2 
chalices, 2 patens and one alms 
basin. To the Grand River 
band was given the alms basin 
ond one each of the other 
peices, alsoa large Bible. To 
the Bay of Quinte, a Flagon, 
paten ond chalice. Each piece 
is incribed "The gift of her 
Majesty Ann, by the Grace of 
God of Great Britain, France, 
and Ireland, ond Her plantat- 
ions in North America, Queen 
to Her Indian Chappel of The 
Mohawks. " 
buried at Fort Hunter during 
the Revolution ond remained 
there seven yeors. ‘From La- 
Chine a party headed by Capt. 
John Deserontoyou returned 
to the Mohawk Valley, resurr- 
ected the plate and brought it 
back to Canado. On the 
Cholice is a dent, made when 
it was struck by a shovel. 

For twenty-two years up to 
1897, the communion service 
was safely kept by Mrs. John 
W. Hill, the grand daughter 
of Thayendaegea, whose moth- 
er was the original custodian. 
Robert Huron Hill, appointed 
by the Mohawk Councillors, is 
now the custodian. The Queen 
Ann set is used only on special 
occasions. A log church with 
a few windows and a door 


This service was 


covered with deer skins, was 
built in 1784. The Church had 
a bell but no belfry, so the bell 
was hung on poles outside the 
Church. The Rey. John Stuart 
D.D., sent out by the Society 
for the Propagation of the 
Gospel, and who ministed to 
the Mohawks at Queen Ann 
Chapel at Fort Hunter from 
1770 to 1777, and fled with 
them to Canada, was appointed 
to the charge of both bands. 


In place of the little log 
Church, there are now two 
stone Churches, Christ Church 
and All Saints, comparing 
favorably with many city Ch- 


urches. The first permanent 
rector was the Rev. Saltern 
Givins, 1830-1851. Christ 


Church was built in 1843, des- 


troyed by fire on May 12, 1906, 


rebuilt in 1906-1907 and con- 
secrated by Rt. Rev. William 
Lennox Mills, Lord Bishop of 
Ontario, on April 28, 1907. 

In Christ Church over the 
Altar, which is a memorial to 
Rey. Givens, is a triptich, 
containing the Creed, the 
Lord's Prayer and the Ten Com- 
mandents in the Mohawk lan- 
guage. This was given by 
King George 111 to the first 
Church. 
ond a Royal Coat of Arms, 
which was burned when the 
tower was struck by lightning 
some years ago and loter re- 
placed by Rev . Herbert Pring- 
le. 

The Altar Cross is in-laid 
mother-of-pear! on olive wood 
from the Mount of Olives, 
and was brought from Jerusal- 
em by Mrs. Karakwineh John- 
on, daughter of Dr. Oronhyo- 
tekha. The Alter Desk, being 
the gift of the Right Rev. Dr. 
Seager, Bishop of Ontario and 
later Bishop of Huron) is also 
made of Olive wood from 
Jerusalem, ond bears this in- 
formation in Hebrew. 

Over the west door of 
Christ Church is this inscript- 
"Erected by the Mohawks 
in token of their preservation 
by the Divine Mercy MDCC- 
CXL.“ 

There was also a tablet at 
All Saints Church erected in 
1884, which bears the follow=- 
ing inscription: "Fear God 
ond honor the Queen, this 
tower was erected in grateful 
memory of Copt. John Deser- 
ontyou." 

The beautiful Chancel 
windwo at Christ Church was 
placed there by Dr. Oronhya- 
tekha in memory of his wife 
Deyoronseh 

The Chancel window at 
All Saints Church was placed 
there by the Women's Guild in 
memory of the Guild Members. 

A Memorial was erected in 
1953 on the Council House 
Grounds by the Akwesasne 
Mohawk Counsellor Organiza- 
tion in memory of Deganawida, 
a Huron by birth, o Mohawk 
by adoption, founder of the 
Iroquois Confederacy. He 
was born near here’sometime 
during the 15th Century. He

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Site prepared for TV station 


Since April of this year 
preparations have been under- 
way for the erection of Bush- 
nell Communications’ (Ottawa) 
TV relaying tower and trans~ 
mitting building. Although it 
was announced late last fall 
that the site for the tower had 
been located on the height of 
land just west of the Skyway 
Bridge , no work was done on 
the site until this spring. 

Up to the present time, a 
gravel road has been construct 
ed into the site, which is six 
hundred feet back from the old 
highway, brush has been cleared 
for the new hydro line and pos- 
itions have been staked on the 
building site. 

Austin Reeve, Director of 
Engineering for Bushnell, ex- 
pects that the transmitter build- 
ing will be constructed by the 
end of June. It is to be built 
of cement blocks, 22' x 38', by 
B. Struthers, a local contractor 
who submitted the lowest tender. 
The tower should be finished a- 
bout the middle of July, Mr. 
Reeve thought, following which 
the equipment will be installed. 

Mr. Reeve, who has been 
involved with several such in- 
stallations in Canada, told the 
Scanner that the transmitter 
which has been ordered from 
Marcani in England, will be 
automatically controlled from 
Ottawa, and will have a power 
output of twelve kilowatts. On 
top of the transmitter building 
will be a microwave dish which 
will receive the picture and 


sound from Ottawa via a pass- 
ive reflector mounted at the top 
of the adjacent tower. At the 
top of the 500 foot tower, supp- 
orted on three sides by 325 foot 
guy wires, will be anew RCA, 
five-bay batwing antenna, which 
will be mounted atop a one 
hundred foot pole, giving the 
tower and antenna an overall 
height of roughly 600 feet. 

This new powerful antenna will 
weigh about seven tons. 

Area residents can expect 
to receive CJOH-TV program- 
ming (Channel 6) from the 
Mocking Bird Hill site sometime 
in the fall.
